Hubert Jennings was a 
private in the First World 
War, who was also a 
skilled writer. 

His son Chris, a Niagara- 
on-the-Lake resident, 
recently found a diary of 
his father's war years, and 
showed it to Music 
Niagara executive direc¬ 
tor Chris Blake. 

“I was amazed at how 
well-written it was," Blake 
said. 

The diary presents an 
emotional, first-hand 
account of life on the 
front lines, written by a 
man who lost several of 


his friends and one of his 
brothers. 

"He matures during 
those years,” said Blake. 

“The diary is so reveal¬ 
ing of his personal growth. 
And it’s a very telling 
description of what it was 
like to be there day to day, 
in the front lines, through 
terrible battles.” 

Last summer, Music 
Niagara workshopped 
parts of the diary and 
gave a private perfor¬ 
mance of the results, and 
then decided it was 
appropriate for a 
Remembrance Day con¬ 
cert, said Blake. 

The program features a 
reading, by actor Edmund 
Stapleton, of extracts from 


Stone Road 
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the diary of Private Hubert 
Dudley Jennings (1896- 
1992). 

Hubert was an 17-year 
old estate’s agent clerk in 
London, England when 
he “took the Bang’s shil¬ 
ling" and volunteered for 
service in France, in the 
12th London Regiment, 
the Rangers, said Blake. 

"He was wounded in 
the Second Battle of Ypres 
and his diary recounts his 
time in Flanders and 
throughout the Great 
War.” 

The reading will be 
heightened by music 
played by Music Niagara 
artistic director Atis 
Bankas with Constanze 
Beckmann on piano and 
Christoph Krueger of 
Leipzig’s Gewandhaus 


orchestra on double bass. 

Jennings was a great fan 
of music and any time he 
got away to London, he 
would attend whatever 
concerts he could, said 
Blake. He wrote of his 
favourites in his diary, 
and the musical selec¬ 
tions are by composers 
he mentioned, such as 
Suppd, Waldteufel, 
Koussevitsky, Offenbach, 
and Ralph Vaughan 
Williams’ evocative mas¬ 
terpiece Lark Ascending 
to be played by Bankas.

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Police investigating report of candy-tampering in Glendale

Niagara Regional Police 
contmuetoinvestigatereports 
of tampering with candy bars 
given out on Halloween, 
including one in the Glendale 
area of Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Police have issued a warn¬ 
ing to parents in the Niagara 
Region about the discovery of 
razor blades in candy. The 
most recent report is of a 
small blade, possibly from a 
pencil sharpener, in a candy 
bar that was handed out in 
the Niagara-on-the-Green 
neighbourhood of NOTL. 

The incident was reported 
to the police Monday night, 
after a girl bit into a chocolate 
bar and felt something hard, 


but was not injured. 

say they have also received 
calls about what appears to 
be a razor blade inside a 
chocolate bar that was given 
to a child trick-or-treating in 
Thorold, another from a 
Niagara Falls resident about a 
blade inside an O’Henry bar 
given to a child trick-or-treat¬ 
ing in the north end of St. 
Catharines, and a similar 
incident in Fort Erie, said Staff 
Sgt Lou Greco. 

Forensic studies will be 
carried out but take time, he

Police will be taking a clos¬ 
er look at the areas of 
Beachaven Drive in St. 
Catharines and Keefer Road 
in Thorold, the areas where 
it’s believed some of the mini 
chocolate bars in question 
may have been collected on 
Halloween. 

A Thorold parent contacted 


police Saturday night after 
their child bit into a Kit Kat 
bar and discovered some¬ 
thing hard. The child stopped 
eating and noticed a slender 
metal blade sticking out of 
the candy. Police said it 
appeared to be from a dispos¬ 
able razor. 

On Sunday, a similar inci¬ 
dent occurred with a Niagara 
Falls child, who had been 


trick-or-treating in the north¬ 
eastern St. Catharines neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The boy bit into an O’Henry 
bar and found a metal razor 
blade, this one larger in size 
than the initial incident, 
embedded in the chocolate. 

NRP Det. Sgt Andrew 
Knevel said the "potential is 
always out there” that addi¬ 
tional pieces of tampered- 


with candy exist in the com¬ 
munity. He advised parents 
to be vigilant in checking all 
Halloween candy.

When reaching for a poppy, 
remember what it represents 


The use of the poppy was inspired 
by the World War I poem “In Flanders 
Fields. Its opening lines refer to the 
masses of red poppies that were the 
first flowers to grow in the earth 
above soldiers’ graves in Flanders, in 
Belgium. 

The sea of red represents the 
blood of fallen soldiers. 

Since 1921, it has been a reminder 
of the 117,000 Canadians who have 
died in all conflicts dating back to 
1914. 

But although for decades the 
poppy has elicited images of the 
aging veterans of the Second World 
War, that picture is changing. 

The numbers of those veterans 
are dwindling, and now we’re seeing 
people of all ages, sometimes referred 
to as modern veterans, who have 
served in more recent conflicts and 
in peace-keeping missions abroad. 
It’s a reminder that Canada contin¬ 
ues to send soldiers into conflict, to 
serve, and sometimes to sacrifice 
their lives. 

We wear a poppy in remembrance 
of all of Canada’s military missions 
and military heroes, those who 
served our country to help keep us, 
and others, safe. 

But although the poppy brings 
forth strong emotions, it also has its 
practical purposes. It helps us 
remember, yes, but it also helps those 
who served. 

The money raised in donations 
from poppies is spent to help veter¬ 
ans of all ages and from all theatres 
of war, with assistance for daily liv¬ 
ing and whatever might make their 
lives more comfortable. 

While it's collected by Royal 
Canadian Legion branches across 
the country, it cannot be spent on 
operations for those branches, or 
capital costs of maintaining build¬ 
ings. 


It is for the most part spent locally, 
where collected, although a portion 
can be directed to areas where there 
are insufficient donations to support 
veterans. 

Assistance can include housing 
accommodations, medical training 
and research, support for drop-in 
centres and Meals on Wheels, and 
accessibility modifications such as 
wheelchairs, prosthetics, or special 
beds. It can pay for dental care, eye¬ 
glasses and medical prescriptions. 

It can be given directly to veterans 
in need or their families, or it can go 
to long-term care residences or hos¬ 
pitals to benefit veterans. 

And while it may seem like those 
might be the needs of our senior vet¬ 
erans, that is not necessarily the case 
- there are many returning now who 

No veteran, no matter how or 
where he or she served, should live 
in need as a result of their service. 
That should be another reminder of 
the image of the poppy. 

Last year, the Royal Canadian 
Legion’s annual poppy campaign 
raised $14-million. 

When we reach for a poppy, we 
should be as generous as we’re able. 

Here are a few tips on proper 
poppy etiquette: 

* The poppy should be worn as 
close to the heart as possible or on 
the left lapel of the outermost gar- 

* The poppy should only be worn 
during the Remembrance period, 
starting on the last Friday of October 
and ending at midnight on Nov. 11, 
or at other veteran-related special 
events. 

* The poppy should never be 
defaced in any way — including 
replacing its pin. 

* An old poppy should never be

Construction crews and 
builders are racing to get 
as much done as possible 


before the snow flies - so 
you can add the sounds of 
dump trucks, power saws 
and hammering to our 

Squirrels are every¬ 
where collecting, carrying 
and burying supplies for 
the winter. Most telling, 
the other day I heard the 
geese heading south. 

Last week I asked you 
to send me your favorite 
garden tips or questions. I 
want to thank all my loyal 
readers for all the great 
tips I have received, some 
of which can be found 
online with other helpful 
gardening tips. 

Here are a few: 

To remove the salt 
deposits that form on clay 


pots, combine equal parts 
white vinegar, rubbing 
alcohol and water in a 
spray bottle. Spray the 
mixture on the pot and 
then scrub it with a plastic 
brush. Don't forget to let 
the pot dry before you 
plant anything in it. 

Problems with the 
string on your trimmer 
jamming or breaking? 
There's an easy solution. 
Spray the spool with vege¬ 
table oil before installing it 
in the trimmer. 

Here's one that sounds 
simple. Turn a long-han¬ 
dled tool into a measuring 
stick, to use when yo want 
to space plants a certain 
distance apart. Using a 
permanent marker, mark 


off inch and foot measure¬ 
ments on the handle. 
When you need to mea¬ 
sure, you'll already have a 
measuring device in your 

Tired of damaging 
plants when you drag a 
hose along your beds while 
watering? Make yourself a 
hose guide. 

Stab a length of steel 
reinforcing bar, about a 
foot long, into the ground 
at the corner of a bed and 
slip two clay pots over it: 
one facing down, the other 
facing up. This guides your 
hose out and away from 
the plants. 

Here's a tip for some 
inexpensive fertilizer: the 
next time you boil or steam 


vegetables, don't throw 
the water down the drain. 

Use it to water potted 
patio or indoor plants, 
you'll be amazed at how 
the plants respond to the 
"vegetable soup." 

It never ceases to amaze 
me the ideas people come 
up with - I think we're all 
going to learn a few things 
in the coming weeks.

Bulbs planted to honour 
Dutch-Canadian friendship

tion in Ottawa, and has 
spread in a modest way 
to Niagara-on-the-Lake.

The tulips sent to the 
NOTL Horticultural

While there, Princess 
Juliana gave birth to her 
third daughter, and 
Stornoway was deemed 
Dutch territory so the 
baby wouldn't lose her 

After the war, Princess 
Juliana sent Ottawa 
100,000 tulip bulbs in 
gratitude for her stay and 


for Canada’s help in the 
liberation of her coun¬ 
try. 

In 1953, Ottawa began 
the annual Tulip Festival, 
which attracts 600,000 
people annually. 

Every year, the Dutch 
royal family and the 
Dutch Growers 

Association each send 
10,000 tulip bulbs to 
Ottawa, which now has 
more than one million 
tulips blooming annual¬ 
ly in public places. 

The tulips sent to 
NOTL came from Vesey’s

But a full return to 
extracurriculars in ele¬ 
mentary schools will not 
happen immediately, cau¬ 
tions Brett Sweeney of the 
District School Board of 
Niagara. 

“Schools will be review¬ 


ing which extracurricular 
activities can resume 
immediately and which 
activities may require fur¬ 
ther review before starting 
up again. Our goal is to 
return to our normal oper¬ 
ations as soon as possible,” 
Sweeney said. 

"With a deal now in 
place, the DSBN is also 


looking at a new date for 
when progress reports can 
be delivered to students 
and their families. Once a 
plan is in place, we'll com¬ 
municate the new date to 
parents.” 

The deals with the 
Elementary Teachers'

Public Employees were 
the last major education 
sector agreements to be 
reached in a fraught and 
controversial round of 
bargaining under a new 
system. 

The details of the ETFO 
and CUPE deals won’t be 
released until they are rat¬ 
ified, but education min¬ 


ister Liz Sandals said the 
major terms for elemen¬ 
tary teachers, such as sal¬ 
ary, are similar to those 
for English Catholic and 
public school teachers. 

Those deals included 
raises of 1.5 per cent plus 
another one-per-cent 
bonus.

And, like those deals, 
Sandals said these new 
agreements are net zero, 
meaning any salary increas¬ 
es are offset by savings else¬ 
where. The savings did not 
come at the expense of stu¬ 
dent programming, she 
said. 

Earlier, secondary school 
teachers at the DSBN and 
all teachers at Niagara 


Catholic District School 
Board reached agreements 
in separate union deals with 
the province and school 
boards’ association. 

Until this week, DSBN 
elementary teachers as well 
as support staff at both 
boards represented by 
CUPE locals hadn’t, and 
were in work-to-rule mode. 

Most recently, that affect¬ 
ed things like not sweeping 
hallways or entrances, 


cleaning some offices and 
doing minor, non-essential 
repairs. As of last week, 
extracurriculars in elemen¬ 
tary schools at the DSBN 
had also been postponed, 
but those job actions have 
ended with the settlements. 

Progress reports at DSBN 
elementary schools had also 
been delayed.

This was the first round 
of negotiations under the 
Liberals’ new two-tier bar¬ 
gaining system, with sepa¬ 
rate central and local talks.

Writing about sex in the 
elderly last month was a 
stretch for this writer. So 
also is this one. My gyne¬ 
cologist daughter-in-law is 
much better qualified than I 
am to cover this topic; at 

uterine and ovarian cancer, 
if not breast cancer. The 
trouble is she lives in 
Halifax. 

Screening in one form or 
another has been a staple 
for many years although the 
guidelines keep shifting as 
you might have noticed with 
the recent publicity in the 
U.S. surrounding the age at 


which screening mammog¬ 
raphy should begin and 
how often it should be 
repeated thereafter. 

Most screening tests have 
a very low yield; that is the 
tests are normal in the great 
majority of patients tested. 
Even so, if you are the one 
found to have a suspicious 
lesion, better to know now, 
and deal with it rather than 
let it go and take the risk of 
letting it develop into lesion 
with far more serious con¬ 
sequences later on - or so 
the reasoning goes. 

Screening is especially 
important in anyone with a 
family history of breast, 
uterine and ovarian cancer 
and especially so for any¬ 
one who carries the BRCA1 


or BRCA2 genes, which sig- 
nificandy increase the risk 
of both breast and ovarian 
cancer and in the case of 

aggressive form of that can¬ 
cer. If there is a family his¬ 
tory of breast, uterine, ovar¬ 
ian or even bowel cancer, it 
makes sense to be tested for 
the BRAC1 and BRCA2 
genes because a history of 
any of those three cancers 
significantly increases the 
risk of those cancers in fam¬ 
ily members. 

A blood test - CA-125 - 
may be done too because 
this test may alert your phy- 

of ovarian cancer but like 
the PSA test in males for 
prostate cancer, often pro¬ 


vides ambiguous and mis¬ 
leading results. 

At least some breast 
lesions, benign or malig¬ 
nant, can be felt and in the 
case of uterine cancer, the 
cervix can be inspected and 
biopsied. 

Ovarian cancer, like pan¬ 
matter. Both are easily 
missed, sometimes tragi¬ 
cally so until it’s too late to 
realistically cure them. The 
reason is that by the time 
they produce symptoms the 
cancer may have spread 
well beyond its tissue 
bounds at a stage when the
